I n Trashed Italy. 


Tha table linen is all homespun, and 


good of its Kind, but rather coarse. AB 
in the matter of chemises, it is tboiight 
well to ha\e au immense quantity. I 
remember lieitig struck on oue occasion 
with the fact that the table-cloth was 
marked in four numbers. It was at the 
wedding of the eldest daughter, and a 
Clipboard fall of linen the mother had 
with her "cprredo" liaj. been opened 
for The first time. 


These hoards of liuen make it possible 


to go on without a wash-up for a very 
long time. Washing is a yearly cere- 
mony. It takes place in the spring, 
When a procession of carts convey the 
contents of various cupboards down to 
the river, if there is oue in the vicinity; 
if there is not, to the nearest mill- 
stream. This system of washing but 
once a year no doubt saves time and 
trouble; but it has its disadvantages, 
especially when extended to the mem- 
bers of the family themselves. In cold 
weather much washing of the person is 
considered to be dangerous to health, 
and my barbarity in subjecting a young 
baby to a daily bath during the winter, 
excited almost aa much virtuous indigna- 
tion as my culpable neglect of the 
"fascia," so necessary to keep the leg 
straight. On receiving a neighbor into 
the house for a week, I thought it in- 
onmbent on me, although it was the 
dead of winter, to provide him with all 
conveniences for washing, but these at- 
tentions were lost unon him; and my 
astonishment when 
the housemaid 


thought fit to inform me, in her dramatic 
way, that neither soap, water nor towel 
had been touched, was, perhaps, no 
greater than his own at findin g these 
useless things provided. "Thesignora 
lays to me," begins Marietta, "have 
you put soap into the room of that 
gentleman?" "Sissignora." "Abath?'1 
"Sissignora." "Two towels?" "Sis- 
rignora, sissiguoia, ma, tngnora, non 
tOccati! ne 1'uua, ne 1'altra!" 


It is not only iu the matt* of washing 


that Italian winter habits differ from 
Diirs. Fires are considered unwholesome, 
but air is ezcluded as much aa possible; 
the doors and windows kept tight shut 
ilay and night; draughts sedulously 
i voided. Great-coats, hats and comforters 
we worn by the men in doors, while the 
women swathe their heads in wool, put 
311 several gowns one atop of another, 
Mid ait with their hands in muffs and 
their feet on a "scaldino." Although 
no lady ever goes out without making an 
alaborate toilet, iiiuoors a dressing-gown, 
often in the most dilapidated condition, 
is all that is considered necessary. To 
wear the same gown indoors as out of 
floors is a thing not thought of, and im- 
mediately on returning; to the house 
after a walk the dressing-gown is re- 
sumed. In the outdoor costume great 
efforts are made to keep \ip with the 
Easinou-books, aud eugraviugs which re- 
late thereto ure much studied, but seldom 
with any gieat success.—The Cornhill.

\eaia ngu that every one oflght to be JBB- 
thetic, R'jd that every one who followed 
cerUni reci[>c3 could be BO, and gain 
healthy enjoyment of art by merely liv- 
ing iu" u cirtain atmosphere, was one 
that would scarcely have needed refuta- 
tion lisicl it not been the genuine expres- 
sion, though m an exaggerated form, of 
the reaction from the Philistinism of the 
earl.er part of the century.

compared favorably in all but complex- 
ion, 
with their prototypes of the Ee- 


gcncy. At all events, both the male and" 
femnle (esthetic had some faint notion of 
an ideal-uot wholly selfish, not wholly 
base—iru\, thongh the ideal was as neb- 
ulous aa the atmosphere of their bou- 
doirs, it was sufficient to prevent their 
beuig wholly contemptible.

Kingxley's maiden, they did no "noble 
things," but dreamed " them all long;" 
and, though their dreams were irritating 
to others—at least, when they issued in 
action—they in the end worked a con- 
siderable change. It would be difficult

It hau been cal- 
culated that some $200,000,000 have 
thus been abstracted from the circulation 
during the last three years of growing 
prosperity throughout the continent.
